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An extraordinary sensation was cre- 
ated in the last year of the war when 
shells from an unknown source began 
to fall in Paris at exact twenty-minute 
intervals. Air raids were not uncom- 
mon, and it was at first supposed that 
the projectiles had been dropped by 
enemy planes. But no such planes were 
discoverable and telegrams to the 
front revealed that none had passed 
the allied lines. Mystery gave way to 
agitation, agitation to terror. The 
nearest German lines were sixty miles 
away. No gun known could fire half 
that distance. 

Closer examination of the shell 
fragments led to the almost inconceiv- 
able conclusion by engineers and car- 
tographers that the missiles had come 
from a gun emplaced in the St. Gobain 
Wood, seventy-five miles away. Aerial 
photographs revealed fresh railroad 
spurs into the wood. Conjecture be- 
came certainty, and heavy naval guns 
were ordered up to counter attack. 

For months the shells from the “Big 
Berthas,” as the great guns were 
dubbed, continued to fall on Paris, 
with intervals sometimes of a few 
days, once of a month. The most deadly 
work was done by one that hit the 
Church of St. Gervais on Good Friday 
when it was crowded with worshipers, 
kiliing 88 and injuring 68 more. 

Seven guns in all of that type were 
used. The guns were each as high as 
a ten-story building and weighed 200 
tons. The carriage plates weighed 
hundreds of tons more, as did the car- 
riages themselves, and the emplace- 
ments required were enormous. The 
projectiles rose 24 miles in the air on 
their three-minute journey to Paris. 
In all 367 shots were fired.
